JAPAN . 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port are to April 10th. The outward mail 
of Feb. 10th arrived on the 2nd April. The Japan Times 
gives the following summary of the news of the fortnight :— 

The P.M.S.S. Co.'s steamer Great Republic, of whose safety 
fears had for three or four' days been entertained, arrived on the 
afternoon of the 7th April. It appears that she did not leave 
San Francisco until March 7th, having been delayed for the 
arrival of the steamer from the south. When within about 
2,100 miles of this port the starboard shaft broke, and one of 
the paddles was put hors de combat; with the other she com 
pleted her voyage, arriving, in consequence of the double delay, 
twelve days after due date. Of course the Great Republic is 
unable to proceed on her voyage to Hong Kong, and the New 
York has to take on her passengers and cargo. It is to be 
hoped that the P.M.S.S. Co. will profit by the severe lesson 
they have received. 

At the date of our last report the advanced guard of the 
Imperial troops sent to occupy Yedo was on the Tokaido, close 
to us and within twenty miles of the capital. The late Shio- 
goon having made his submission and his Cabinet being dis- 
persed, there appeared nothing to prevent a peaceful change of 
garrison and Government, But the advance was checked, and | 
affairs are now at a dead-lock. The envoy of the Mikado, with 
the main body of his army, is still at Hakone or beyond it.; 
his progress having been stayed by the arrival of an embassy 
from Yedo, The terms on which that capital is to be given 
up are not yet, it is understood, finally arranged. 

Rumours have been current during the last two days, of 
fighting in the neighbourhood of Osaka, Lut there is no truth 
in them. The fact is that the troops of the Southern Daimios 
are approching Yedo by two different roads ; the main body, 
which we have already mentioned, are moving upon the capital 
of the Shiogoon by the Tokaido ; while a detachment, chiefly 
of Chiosiu’s men, have skirted the western base of Fusiyama 
We hear 
of these men having committed some excesses in the Koshiu 
silk districts, and it is by no means unlikely that some skirmish- 
ing has taken place between them and adherents of the Toku- 
gawa family, but there has been no fighting of any importance. 
We aro really quite safe here at all events, so that our friends 
at home need feel in no way alarmed. It is true that Consuls 
and Ministers of various nationalities are privately recommend- 
ing their compatriots to carry arms again, as in the old times, 
and to keep within the settlement as much as possible, but 
their recommendations are not much attended to apparently. . 

At the time when the attack on Sir Harry Parkes was made 
the French and Dutch Ministers were waiting at the Mikado's 
palace for their colleague, it having been arranged that the 
three Ministers should pay their visit to the Emperor together. 
For some time Sir Harry's non-arrival created no surprise, as 
he is notoriously unpunctual, but after a long delay the repre- 
sentatives of France and Holland gave him up and had their 
audience. When they came out they were told what had oo- 
curred ; and it is now known that the news had arrived some 
time previously, but had been conccaled from them, lest they 
should have insisted on leaving the palace without seeing the 
Mikado, On the following day Sir Harry paid bis visit and this 
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time without accident, he most minute precautions having 
been taken, barriers crected and guards posted at every point 
of vantage. The interview was most satisfactory. The Mikado 
expressed his pleasure at sceing the representative of Her 
Majesty, concerning whose health he solicitously inquired ; re- 
ferred to the recent. unfortunate occurrences with regret, and 
stated his desire that they should not be allowed to interrupt 
the fricndly rclations existing between Japan and Great Britain. 
Sir Harry roplied in suitable terms in the name of the 
Queen, following the Emperor’s spceoch paragraph by para- 
graph, and the short interview was over. The ceremonial is 
described to us as singularly simple. The Mikado, a youth 
of about sixteen, sat under a canopy, with his Kuges, the highest 
officers of his Court, and the Mias, his uncles, round him. He 
was scated on a chair, and close behind him knelt Arisugawa 
Sotsu no Mia, the Sosai or Prime Minister, ready to prompt the 
boy Emperor in what he had to say to the representative of his 
ally. Lower down the room, which was quite bare of other 
furniture, sat the Daimios who were present, in two lines, so 
placed that they could not sec him. He is well grown, but of a 
heavy, though not unintelligeut cast of face. is expression, 
naturally enough, seemed to be one of rostrained but intense 
curiosity, and the look of wonder was certainly not diminished 
by a very singular artificial deformity. IJis eyebrows wera 
shaved clean, and a pair painted about an inch higher up his 
forchead. What little he had to say he said well, in a self- 
possessed and dignified manner. 

The English Minister had his audicnce on the 26th and on 
the 27th left for Osaka. We must hope everything of the best 
to result from the highly important fact of our having thus at 
last stood face to face with the hitherto sacred and inaccessible 
Mikado of Japan. One good has certainly arisen already from 
the Minister’s visit and out of the attack on Sir Harry’s escort 
A proclamation from the maperor has gone through the length 
and breadth of the land, making it more than capitally punish- 
able—making it disgraceful to kill, or attempt to kill, a foreigner. 
Before execution, a Samurai’s swords will be furmally taken from 
him, his family pronounced degraded, and his name struck out 
for ever from the roll of men of gentle birth. This will do much, 
probably as much as can be donc by anything but time, to 
protect us against the hate of fatatical, mistaken patriots, and 
it is almost safe to predict that, unless we ourselves give strong 
provocation, we have buricd the last victims to prejudice and 
ancient custom in Japan.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates by this mail are to the 16th April. Tho outward mail 
of 26th February arrived on the 11th April with telegrams to 
6th March. Vea Kiachta dates to 10th had been reccived. 
Tho following summary is from the Vorth China Herald :— 

A Peking correspondent writes :— Have you heard of a 
Cuddhist Mission to Europe being got up by Mr. Hart? I 
seareely believe it, but it is whispered that a hundred shave- 
lings are to be sent home to attack Christianity at its head- 
quarters, the expenses, of course, to be paid out of the tounage 
dues.” 

Our Tientsin correspondent says :—“ No additional news has 
come to hand about the rebels, They appear to be very badly 
off for food, be‘ng obliged to live on mule and horse flesh ; and 
Tam of opinion they can’t hold out many days longer, and will 
be compelled to cut their way through the Impcrial lines to the 
southward to save their lives—that is such as can escape death 
at the hands of the Imperial forces.

We have received a letter from Mr. Cooper, dated the 6th 
March, on which date he had reached Ching-tu, the capital of 
Sze-chuecn, and was making preparations to pursue his journey, 
having obtained a passport from the Viceroy. Mr. Cooper 
spraks of his journey as having becn full of interest and 
adventure among the rapids on the river. He intended to 
travel westward, along part of the grand route to Thibet, to 
Bathang, 9S E. 28 N., from which point he hopes to cross the 
Himalayas to Sudya. He is compelled to take this route 
instead of that which he at first marked out, on account of 
the disturbed state of the south-western part of Szechuen. 
Mr. Cooper adds—*“ The Nepaulese Embassy is detained at 
Ching-tu by the Viccroy, who will not allow it to proceed to 
Peking. Yesterday a courier, with despatches to the Emperor 
on the subject of the Embassy, changed horses at the inn where 
T am stopping.” 

Meetings have been held of the North China and China Fire 
Insurance Companies. ‘The former have been most successful, 
having accumulated tis. 578,000 in addition to their tls 
250,000 paid-up capital. Messrs, Bryans, Bell, Michie, Lavers, 
and Porter were clected directors for the ensuing year, and an 
increase to the remuneration of the directors, from tls. 5 to ]0 
per mecting, retrospectively to 1866, was agreed to. Letters 
from Messrs. Ashton and Co., relative to the withdrawal of the 
agency from their hinds, were read. Certain information asked 
for by Mr. Overweg, regarding the average risks taken by the 
company on homeward bound ships, was given, and the directors 
were asked to consider the propriety of reducing the limit from 
tls, 75,C00, 

The China Fire has been less fortunate. It has still 100,000 
tacls surplus beyond its capital, but it has suffercd heavy 
losses, and the shareholders seem inclined to wind it up at the 
end of the current year. At the mecting ullusion was made to 
a scheme for organising a new one, which will be found detailed 
in a sketch that we publish elsewhere. It is suggested that 
the nominal capital should be the same as at present ; but that 
500,000 tacls should be paid up; and security given by the 
shareholders for the remaining half of the value of their shares. 

A meeting of members of the cricket club has also been held. 
The accounts were passed and the committee re-elected ; and 
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permission was given to the athletic sports committee to hold 
their meeting on the cricket ground. 

We are glad to hear that the Asiatic Society intend trying to 
raise funds to pay the expense of exploring the Yellow River— 
as to its capabilities for navigation and trade. 

A meeting of the Gas Company has been held at which the 
accounts were passed. A profit of tls. 8,000 has been realised 
on the year’s working which, together with the tls. 40,000 
worth of debentures taken up, have sufficed to extinguish its 
debt. Wehope, now, the company will seriously consider the 
propriety of reducing the enormous price now charged for gas. 

Our Chefoo correspondent writes :—‘ We have no news of 
rebels. They seem to have left Shantung altogether. Trade is 
flourishing, notwithstanding enormous imports. The fact is, 
the rebels did so much damage last year that native cottons 
are scarce and dear. So, with the lower rates ruling, it is 
likely Chefoo will take a much larger amount of manufactured 
goods than it did last year. The US. Shenandoah left on the 
6th for Corea, with a missionary Mr. Mathew, and the American 
Consul on board, as interpreters. We are congratulating our- 
selves, after twenty days of violent wind, on the arrival of 
really spring weather. Croquet parties are being started ; and, 
like the woods and fields around us, we are budding into life 
again.” 

” ‘Advices from Foochow, dated April 14, state :—“ Weather 
in the tea districts cold and wet—very favourable to the plants ; 
indicating the probability of good quality of leaf but not a 
heavy crop, and rather late picking.” :

The bankruptcy case of Messrs. Dent and Co. was aguin 
gone into before Sir Edmund Hornby.

This was an adjourned first meeting of creditors. None ap- 
peared. The official assignee reported that he had been in- 
formed that the banks in Hong Kong had abandoned their 
intention of appealing against the decision of the Supreme 
Court of that colony abjudicating the firm bankrupt. He also 
stated that he understood a deed of transfer and release had 
been executed by several of the creditors, but that tho banks 
were delaying or had refused to give their assent to such 
deed. The only course he could suggest, under the circum- 
stances and in the interests of the baukrupts and of the creditors 
at Shanghai, was to continue the proceedings in bankruptcy and 
to appoint a day for the last examination. 

The Chief Judge observed that the proceedings of the banks 
in Hong Kong appeared to him to be inexplicable. Instead of 
joining heartily with the rest of the creditors aud in the interests 
of all to get this large estate speedily wound up, useless delay was 
thrown in the way of any final scttlement. The money was 
now lying idle at great loss to the creditors, simply, it appeared 
to him (the learned Judge) because the two banks could not 
agree to join with the rest of the creditors in finally dis- 
posing of the estate. No possible good could accrue to 
the creditors, but on the other hand great prejudice. The 
learned Judge believed that if months ago, instead of all this 
useless and expensive litigation, the creditors had come fairly 


forward and permitted the estate to be wound up under. 


certain guarantces by the bankrupts, leaving it to them to do 
the best in the interests of all, in place of tho insignificant sum 
which he now greatly feared might be all the creditors would 
get, they would have had great reason to congratulate them- 
selves upon the confidence they would have shown, and in the 
power of the bankrupts to do more for them than is likely to 
be done in Courts of Bankruptey. He sincerely trusted that a 
different disposition would be shown, as he greatly feared if this 
delay and inaction were persisted in that tho assets would be 
wasted, and no one be the better for it. 

Of course these remarks were quite independent of any 
opinion he might hercafter form, when he came to consider the 
conduct of the bankrupts as traders when they apply for their 
discharge ; but up to the present moment no creditors scemed 
to have taken any interest in the matter; and where those who 
were most interested were guilty of neglect, and seemed to have 
no object but to create delay, it was no part of the duty of a 
judge to travel beyond the evidence which might be before him, 
and up to this period none had been brought before him upon 
which he could form an opinion, 
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The application for the bankrupts’ discharge might come on 
the 4th May next. 





HONG KONG. 
From Hong Kong our advices extend to the 22ud April. On 
the 16th April the outward mail of March Gth was delivered with 
London telegrams to the 14th. 


The Overland China Hail sums up the fortnight’s news as 
follows :— 

No further steps have been taken by the Hong Kong Asso- 
ciation. The Governor's reply to the resolution of the Chamber 
of Commerce condemning gambling licences is‘not yet published. 
The report of the Stamp Commission has becn sent in, and a 
new schedule will be brought forward at the next meeting of the 
Legislative Council. The Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company 
is to be reconstituted under limited liability. 

The following summary is from the Overland Trule Report :— 

The subject of treaty revision has again been brought to the 
surface, by a correspondence which has taken place between Sir 
Rutherford Alcock and the British Minister, under date the 20th 
of March, addressed to the Consui at Shanghai, for the purpose 
of ascertainiog why none of the memorials, except that from 
Tientsin, had asked for the establishment of bouded warehouses 
at the open ports of China. Sir Rutherford also, in another 
despatch, sought for some further explanation of the views 
of the mercantile community concerning the additienal 
places at which they wishcd to obtain the right of 
residence for foreigners. In reply, the Cuambor ag- 
counted for all omission of any reference to bonded ware- 
houses by stating that it considered the subject one already 
under consideration, and also ounce which would best be dealt 
with by trade regulations, and need not be noticed in the treaty 
itself. The explanation is rather lame, inasmuch as the sub- 
ject of drawbacks, which is manifestly still more a question of 
detail, was dealt with in the memorial. The probabilities are 
that the subject was simply overlooked, the framers of memorials 
being fallible like the rest of their species. The Chamber now 
replies, as a matter of course, that the introduction of bonded 
warehouses would greatly benefit the trade of the port. It is true, 
however, that the matter is nut of such transcendant impor- 
tance to the trade of China at large as might be supposed, 
inasmuch as Hong Kong is to a great extent a bonded warehouse 
for all the open ports. In reference to the places inland: at 
which it would be desirable for foreigners to obtain the privilege 
of residing, the Chamber truly poiuts out that wuat is wanted 
is more a general privilege to reside wherever the exigencies of 
trade may make it desirablo from time to time that ‘they should 
go, than a limited and restricted permission to reside at a few 
selected cities. In fact the object to be obtained, if possible, 
is the abandonment by the Chinese of the idea that all but a 
few specified places ought to be closed to foreign residents; of 
course this could not be reached all at once. There is no doubt 
that the treaty of 1858 was in many ways a great shock to the 
Chinese mind, and it may be wnreasonable to imagine that 
after the expiration of only ten years, the Government 
of this empire will be able to give up tho remaindw: 
of traditions which have been preserved sacred for as 
many centuries as are covered by the isolated history of this 
people. Still we would like to see in the language used bya 
British minister at Peking, sigas which would clearly show his 
perception of what is really wanted. Sir Rutherford has given 
evidence, by the despatches alluded to, of some activity and of 
an intention to press for concessions when the critical momeht 
arrives. It would be ungrateful uot to acknowledge this, but, 
without fuiling to appreciate so much readiness to fight the 
battle of progress as is apparently shown, it is possible to point 
out that a new character ought to be impressed upon the treaty 
of 1869. In 1858 European nations secured from the Chinese 
exemption incertain cases from the operation of those laws againat 
foreign intercourse which ruled the empire at large. In the new 
treaty a visible advanco ought to be made, not by increasing 
the number of the exemptions, but by establishing the principle 
that exemptions ought not to be necded at all,—tbat the rule 
should be in favour of freo intercourse, unfettered by restric- 
tions of any sorts, and that exemptions, if any should be found 
necessary, ought to be the other way. The manner in which 
the admission of foreigners in those cities where they are now 
at liberty to reside has worked, and the experience of journeys 
which have been made in the interior, through districts where 
foreigners had never been seen before, all proves that the fear of 
any dangerous consequences which might ensue from the removal 
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of all restrictions is delusive. The great practical difficulty 
is that foreigners, if they have anything like free intercourse in 
China, as Englishmen have in France or vice versa, want some- 
thing more than such liberty as is enjoyed by European nations 
amongst themselves, they want exterritoriality, and must have it 
if they have anything. This complicates the question no 
doubt, and may be a sufficient reason to justify the Minister in 
rt pressing for everything all at once, but the provisions of a 
new treaty ought certainly, as has been said just now, to con- 
template the normal propriety of opening China to foreigners 
as completely as Europe is opened to Chinesewho like to go'there. 

The bankruptcy case of Messrs. Dent and Uo. has been be- 
fore the Court, aud Chief Justice Smale insisted on duly attested 
affidavits from all creditors conveying their assent to the 
annulmont of the bankruptcy.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to April 29. The French mail of 
March 18th arrived out on the 20th April. 

The Straits Times says :—“ Locally there is very little, as 
usual, of any interest to comment upon. The early part of the 
fortnight was marked by a lively passage of arms between the 
Chief Justice and the Attorney-General, which however seems 
to have been mercly the result of temporary loss of temper, 
natural perhaps in this hot climate, and particularly in a court- 
toom which seems to have been specially devised by its ingenious 
architect to create misunderstandings by preventing bench from 
hearing bar or vice versa, and preventing the public from hear- 
ing anything. 

“Our Municipal Commissioners have published a statement 
of accounts for 1867, which shows upon the whole a very 
satisfactory state of affairs. The cash credit balance from 1866 
was $23,703.49, while that on 3lst December, 1867, was 
$18,008.31. This is after paying various extraordinary items 
not likely to occur again, viz., $25,717.86 for Cavanagh Bridge, 
$9,272.19 for lighting the town with gas, $5,871.33 for new 
drainage, and $4,130.79 for repairs to the Town-hall. The 
outstandings at debit, consisting mainly of loans, amounting to 
$98,000, are more than counterbalanced by the outstandings 
to be placed to credit, viz., reserved fund $45,000, unpaid as- 
sessment $42,000, with sundry other items, which show a 
surplus of some $10,000. 

“The proposed change in the constitution of the Municipal 
bodies is opposed by the Penang Commissioners. The Singapore 
dignitaries offer no opposition, and confine themselves to quietly 
pointing out sundry difficulties inthe way—as for example, that 
they hold the ‘lown-hali in trust for the public, and cannot hand 
it over to anybody else—that some arrangement. must be made 
about the Municipal debt of $98,000—that a further loan will*be 
necessary for the water-works, &. Malacca has not yet thought 
it worth while to give an opinion on the matter. The only 
objectionable feature about the whole scheme is that which 
enables Government to touch one dollar of Muncipal revenue 
for its own ends and purposes. This is an unheard of proposal 
and should not be listened to for a moment.” 

The Chamber of Commerce has‘again taken up the subject 
of the adulteration of gambier, and at a general meeting of 
members, on the 23rd April it, was resolved to petition the 
Legislature to pass an Act for the summary punishment of any 
person found guilty of adulterating produce. 

Another failure has taken place in the bazaar—liabilities 
about $60,000. This is not so bad as the last, a composition 
of 50 per cent. having been offered, with part guarantee, and 
accepted. 

Two American men-of-war have been in port during the last 
three weeks. One, the famous Hartford, has eailed for home. 
The other, the Piscataqua, the flagship of Admiral Rowan, suc- 
cessor in the China seas of the late lamented Admiral Bell, 
is still here, and her fine band played on the esplanade a few 
evenings ago, which has been our only public amusement during 
the last fortnight. , 

With reference to the closing of the Hong Kong Mint, the 
Straits Times says :—“ We remember that when the first talk 
arose of establishing this institution, our merchants wanted it 
to be planted here as more sutiable than Hong Kong. Suppose 
they take steps to take it off the incapable hands of the Hong 
Kongites 1 This is a hint to the StraitsAssociation. It will 
certainly be a great pity if we lose onr regular supply of the 
really handsome dollars issued hitherto by the Hong Kong Mint.”

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—The uneettled condition of the country had occasioned 
an almost entire suspension of business. many mercantile establishments 
having closed. For both Cottons and Woollens there had been a total 
absence of demand and a few transactions in Nos. 16-24 Cotton Yarn con- 
stituted the only business of the fortnight. In Metals the only inquiry 
had been for lead of which a few parcels were reported sold at $7.50 to 
$7.75 per picul. 

Suanauar.—Cottons: During the early part of the period under review 
the market for Plain Cottons was quiet but firm, but on the receipt of more 
favourable advices from Tientsin a strong demand set in for 8} lbs. Grey 
Shirtings, which goods had improved in value 2 to 3 candareens per piece, 
and shipments of which had been made to some extent to both the above 
market and Hankow; 7 Ibs. had also been in good inquiry, and values of 
such had advanced 5 candareenis per piece. Sales of both 8} and 7 lbs. 
had Leen made ‘to arrive” to some extent. White Shirtings had been 
in better demand, at slightly higher figures. T-Cloths, 7 Ibs., of finest 
makes, had been in good demand at enhanced prices; 6 Ibs. of best 
quality, had also commanded higher figures, while common of both 
weights had not been wanted. Fancy Cottons had only been taken toa 
limited extent. The Argonaut was the only arrival from England with 
Piece Goods, Woollens: Spanish Stripes, Medium, Broad and Habit 
Cloths had found buyers to a limited extent. Camlets had only beenin 
trifling demand. Long Ells had met with but little attention, at lower rates. 
Lastings had continued dull of sale. Figured Orleans had been more ia- 
quired for. Metals: Flat and Round Iron had not been wanted even at re- 
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country-packed teas, the quotations were nominal. Settlements for the 
fortnight, 2,600 jhalf-chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 1,448 
half-chests; Stock, 3,659 packager. Total 4,U48 half-chests. 

Hankow.—Three small chops of Black Tea (old), amounting in all to 
Jess than 600 chests—500 of which are dust—had come to hand, one of 
, which had found a buyer, and the remaining two had been shipped to 

Shanghai on native account. 

Foocnow.— Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s circular states :—There heve 
been no settlements of old tea. Most of the teamen have left for the in- 
terior, taking with them a somewhat larger amount of treasure than last 
season, but this is principally on Joan, and not against contracts, few of 
. which have been entered into. The principal buyers of Ooloong have 
joined in a formal protest to teamen on the subject of dusty teas, but it is 
.doubtful whether their representations will be productive of much good, 
their action the past season being so contradictory of their assertions made 
‘prior to the opening of the market, that teamen are not disposed to give 
credence to any representations now made them by foreigners. 

Amoy.—A few small parcels of new leaf had come to fiand, but nothing 
-had transpired as to quality. 

Canton.—The season was virtually closed at this port ; the stock still 
on offer consisting of only about 7,000 packages of the commonest grades 
Canton packed Teas, of very undesirable quality. 1t was generally credited 
that the buyers of leaf in the country are this year giving from 2 to 2 tls. 
per picul more than was paid at the commencement of last season ; and it 
is anticipated that fully that advance on the opening prices of last season 
will be demanded for the first arrivals of new Teas. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.— The disturbed state of the country had interfered with 
the market, and Silks of good quality had been scarcer than ever. Prices 
had consequently generally advanced :—-Good Medium classes especially 
had obtained considerably higher rates than last quoted.

At Saanaciat.—Rates for coasting purposes have further declined, and 
for home there is still no vessel on the berth. 

At Hone Kono and Canton.—Tonnage continues scarce and e fair de- 
mand exists for coasting. To London and New York, the rates remain 
unchanged. Some charters have boen made for U.K. via Saigon at £4. 

At Manita.—Freights are firm with a scarcity of tonnage, rates are 
£4 5s. per ton dry sugar.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

The following extracts embody the most interesting features 
of the Report of the Directors of the P. and O. Company, to be 
presented at the mec'ing of the 4th June :— 

The directors have much satisfaction in being able to report that the 
operations of the six months ending 3lst March last, although they do not 
compare very favourably with corresponding periods of years gone by, show 
to advantage when examined with the result of those of the first six months 
of the financial year 1866 67. Tne absence of revenue from specie freights 
to the East is, however, still severe!y felt; and, while there isno lack of 
bulky cargo both to and from India by the company’s steamers, it 
will be obvious to the proprietors that the cotton now imported, and the 
coarse goods exported by the overland route, do not constitute such pro- 
ficable freightage as China silks, India shawls, and other costly commo- 
dities. This profitable business has not only fallen off in itself, but what 
remains of it is shared with energetic competitors, whose steamers now 
me the India and China seas in parallel lines with those of this com- 

any, 

The shareholders will bear in mind that the new mail contract only 
came into operation in February, and that consequently its provisions 
apply but to @ small portion of the period reviewed in this report. It should 
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be stated on the other hand that the receipts for the half-year have beec 
enhanced by the charter money of the vessels engaged in the Abyssinias 
Expedition, and it is partly owing to this circumstance that the direcion 
are enabled to recommend a dividend of 8 per cent. free of income-tar. 
for the six months ending 3lst March last. 

The directors have a very mournful duty to perform in reporting the 
death of Mr. Arthur Anderson, the late respected chairman of the compasy, 
This lamented gentleman filled not only the office of chairman, but, as is 
known to most of the sharehol.Jera, was the last survivor of the three gentle 
men who took so prominent a part in the formation of the company. whose 
names are recorded on its charier as its original managing directors, and to 
whose energy and ability 80 much of its success has been due. 

With the death of Mr. Anderson, the system by which the original 
managing directors were remunerated by a commissiuga on the variou 
iriaches of the company’s business, comes to an end. In the arrange- 
ments which bave in consequence become necessary, the board of directon 
naturally feel that a greater amount of responsibility will devolve upos 
them. Hitherto no special remuneration has been attached to the office 
of chairman, who had either to fulfil a merely honorary duty, or, when the 
office was filled by a managing director, was remunerated by the commission 
enjoyed by him ; but, under the altered circumstances, it seems desirable 
that such a salary should be attached to the office of chairman ag shall 
ensure the devotion to its duties of the greater part of the time and atien- 
tion of the gentleman appointed. 

Acting in conformity with the provisions of the deed of settlement the 
board have appointed one of their body to the vacant post ; and, in select- 
ing Mr. Patrick Douglas Hadow, who has for some years acted with the 
late chairman as deputy, they feel assured that their choice has fallen ons 
gentleman eminently qualified by his long experience and constant eppli- 
cation to the business of the company, to fill the office with advantage to 
the company. 

It will also be necessary to add to the number of the board of directors 
which is now below the minimum fixed by the deed of settiement. : 

These alterations will require an addion of £1,300 to £1,500 to the sum 
now annually brought to the charge of the company for directors’ remu- 
neration ; on the other hand, the cessation of Mr. Anderson’s commission 
will result in a saving of about £12,000 per annum. A considerabis por- 
tion of Mr. Anderson’s commission was for many years devoted to the 
purpose of forming a provident and good service fund, and to kindred 
objects in the interest of the company. This fund now amounts to a cum 
of £50,000, and it is not intended to propose to the proprietors to appiy, 
beyond the interest on this amount, any portion of the revenue of the com- 
pany to its further increase. 

Under these circumstances, the board venture to anticipate that 
the proprietary will not regard the sum of £4,000 per annum 
for the remuneration of the chairman and board of directors as 
unreasonable, considering the magnitude of the interests committed to 
their charge, and they suggest that the apportionment of this sum should 
be left in the hands of the board. It is not competent for the $proprietors 
to deal finally with this question on the present occasion, but a resolution 
embodying the views of the directors will be submited for approval at 
the next annual meeting. 








THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The progress of the Suez Canal formed the subject of a paper 
recently read before the Scotch Institution of Engineers by Mr. 
H. C. Lobnitz, of the firm of Henderson, Coulborn and (Co, 
Glasgow. Like many recent visitors, Mr. Lobnitz went 4 
sceptic and returned a believer. Much of the information ex- 
bodied in his paper has already been given in our previous 
articles, such, for instance, as a description of the method vi 
making concrete for the breakwaters out of the sand dredged 
from the canal, and the construction and working of the steim 
dredging machines ; but we extract a few interesting paragrajils. 
Mr. Lobnitz commences by saying :— 


Before seeing the work I must candidly confess that my ideas on the 
subject were that the company had embarked in a mad scheme of endles:'y 
digging through sand, without the least probability of any permanent re- 
sult, and that, to fix a date, and at the same time hope for a successfu! 
means of communication hy large vessels between the Mediterranean ard 
the Red Sea, was next to impossible. My object now, after a most mi- 
hute and careful investigation is, Ist, to show you how completelr 
my ideas are changed; 2nd, to detail the complete and efficient ma- 
chinery which is employed for the excavation and the removal 2! 
the material excavated ; and, lastly, to show the date which, in all pro- 
bability, will see the triumphant completion of this gigantic scheme, 
which when finished will form a new link between Europe and the Fav. 

The town of Port Said has now a population of 10,000 inhabitants, azé 
is supplied with abundance of fresh water, carried through iron pipes fron 
Ismailia. This they use for boilers on board all their steamers and dredgevs, 
owing to the density of the water in the canal. The length of the harbus 
from the breakwater to the canal will be about two miles when comple: i 
Tleft Port Said for Ismailia in a small steamer, and as I went along :)" 
canal took soundings every mile. The canal for about twenty miles is 
formed from a swamp extending as far as the eye can reach on each $1. 
and has been dredged out, the excavations now forming a bank of som: 
five fvet high on each side. These excavations for eleven miles are sa! 
and after that Nile earth, where the greatest doubt existed at first as (ot 
banks standing well. In their cutting they came upon one of the ancr= 
branches of the Nile. As this poimt they dredged out about a mite? 
its full depth of twenty-six feet, more than six months ago, aci 
the result has fully proved the fallacy of the doubts which wert 
expressed. I particularly sounded this part in six or seven places 
and found the depth uniformly 26 feet. The whole length of the cao 
from Port Said to Ismailia, a distance of 47 miles, has an average def= 
of 10 feet, some places being 14 to 15 feet, while others are not m»: 
than 7 to 8 feet. From the place where the Nile earth commences? 
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about 28 miles from Port Said, the excavations are much of the same na- 
ture, having an appearance like mud; but beyond this to Kautara, some 
five miles further on, clay occurs, and is so tenacious that it often choked 
up the buckets of the dredgers, and had to be taken out by shovels and 
picks. Immediately beyond this the bottom is again sand for about five 
miles, after which there is a mixture of plaster of Paris and sand. 
Between Kautara and Port Said I passed every mile a dredging machine 
at work, each one discharging on to the banks, by means of machines, 
called by the French couloirs. The average breadth of the canal is 300 
feet, but in places where the deepest cuttings occur is reduced to 200 feet. 
Lake Timsah is about three miles square, and has been only lately filled 
with water from the Mediterranean ; its depth ranges from 14 to 22 feet, 
and it was formerly a dry valley. At this lake is the entrance of the 
fresh water canal, coming from the Nile at Zagazig to Ismailia, and from 
Ismailia going right through to Suez. It is about 18 feet above the level 
of the main one, and is joined to it at’ Ismailia by two locks. This canal, 
of which you have no doubt heard, and which is in fact the life of the 
whole desert, was formed in the year 1863. This work was commenced 
by about 10,000 men in May, 1863, and finished in December of the 
same year—the total length being about 90 miles. While working at this 
cartal at first, 1,500 camels were required to kecp the men supplied with 
water to drink. The navvies were Arabs supplied by the Viceroy, but 
the company had to provide them with fresh water, biscuits, and also 
baskets for carrying the substance excavated. Some 15,000 to 20,000 
baskets were required per week. From Port Said to El Guisr, which 
occupied us about ten hours, as we had many stoppages to survey 
and take soundings, I passed five to six tugs, aah with a train 
of barges coming from or going to Suez by the main canal as far as 
Ismailia, and thence by the fresh water canal to their destination. 
Each of these trains consisted of twelve barges, and was towed by a small 
screw tug as far as Ismailia, and from that place to Suez on the fresh water 
canal by a chain tug, on the same principal as our steam horse ferry boats 
op the Clyde. Each of these barges carried fromfifty to a hundred tons, 
and drew about five feet. I met also a paddle steam tug, which was trans- 
ported by this route to the Red Sea. 1 merely mention this to show that 
by means of the fresh water canal and the section of the main canal alread 

opened, there is even now a great facility for transit of small craft as well 
ag goods. And another great feature of this route is the very moderate 
charge of freight, being only £1 sterling per ton; whereas, by the only 
other means of transit from Alexandria to Suez, by rail, the charge is from 
£2 to £4 10s. per ton. The transport has been for the last six months 
upwards of 10,000 tons per month. From El Guisr we passed up Lake 
Timsah, aod landed at the wharf of Ismailia. The lake is a very pretty 
piece of water, about three to four miles broad, and Ismailia, situated oa 
its banks, is quite amew town entirely sprung up within the last four years. 
The population is about 10,000, and they have here a very fine hotel ; 
in fact, the whole town is entirely European. All the principal officers 
and managers of the canal reside here, and have telegraph stations, which 
communicate to Port Said and Suez, with offices at the principal head-~ 
quarters along the line, situated about eight miles apart. The Viceroy has 
a palace, and a pacha is stationed here. From here the main canal is 
excavated for some five miles farther towards Serapium, and the water 
from the Mediterranean flows up that distance. 

Regarded asa pecuniary speculation, it is the opinion of experienced 
merchants that the canal should prove a great success. The amount of 
merchandise shipped annually between Europe and the East and rice versa, 
is estimated in round numbers at 10,000,0U0 tons each year. The ad- 
vantage afforded by the canal route will consist in the diminution by nearly 
one-half to ports in the East, which, of course, entails the practicability of 
performing two voyages in the time where only one can now be made by 
the Cape, a materi:l diminution of the rate of insurance ; while against 
these there are the very light dues to be imposed by the company of 8s. per 
ton, and a small per centaze on the value of the cargo, which would pro- 
bably amount tothe same sum. It is expected, therefore, that half, if 
not more of this tonnage, will be at once conveyed through the canal, or 
say between five and six million tons per annum. This would give a 
revenue of nearly four-and-a-half million sterling per annum, to cover the 
expenses of the company, in interest of money and maintaining a few 
dredgers as here on the Clyde to keep the channel clear, and the payment 
of a staff adequate to manage the transit, tugs, and pilots. Mr. Lobnitz 
after expressing his obligations to M. Giuchard, the chief of the transit 
department ofthe company, concluded with a warm tribute to the practical 
genius of M. de Lesseps, to whom the Suez Canal owes its existence. 


THE MONT CENIS RAILWAY. 

The following account of the official opening of the Mont 
Cenis Railway on the 23rd of May is abbreviated from a letter 
of The Times’ correspondent :— 

“ Across the Alps in our Hours ” reads like & very sensational heading, 
and the success cf the Sommering Railway cannot be said to have pre- 
pared the world to believe in the much greater feat of a railway over the 
Mont Cenis. It is the old story of Columbus’ egg. What appeared im- 
possible is suddenly shown to be easy. Fancied danger is converted into 
undoubted safety. I know not if any among the fifty persons who 
on the 23rd May came from Susa to St. Michel by rail in little 
more than four hours of actual travelling felt trepidation when set- 
ting foot in the comfortable carriages of the Mont Cenis Railway, but I 
cannot doubt that if any did their misgivings must have been com- 
pletely dissipated long before they reached their journey’s end. Some of 
the worst bits of the line, the steepest gradients, the sharpest curves, the 
most appalling glimpses down precipices and into rugged ravines, where 
the traia, if overthrown into them, would most assuredly be smashed to 
splinters, occur within the first few miles after leaving Sura. But the new- 
comer on the line contemplates these without emotion. No unpleasant 
sensation of peril distracts his attention from observation of the engineering 
skill and resource displayed in the construction of the line, or prevents his 
enjoying the beauties of the mountain scenery. He feels like one drawn 
along 2 difficult road, but from whose mind every timorous sensation is 
banished by seeing how completely the strong and skilfal driver bas his 
horses in hand, directs them at will, curbs them with a finger. .And,

indeed, it is this curb-power which constitutes one of the greatest 
marvels of the Fell system. When going twelve miles an hour 
down gradients of one in twelve the breaks are applied, the per- 
pendicular wheels cease to turn, the horizontal wheels clip the central 
rail with hundred-vice power, and within some thirty yards the train is 
brought to a complete standstill without the slightest shock or concussion. 
The control is perfect and measurable to a nicety. In fact, on the descent 
of the mountain, there is nothing to warn a traveller who should not 
look out of window that he is on a railway of a very unusual construction. 
The motion is steady and easy, there is no jarring of any kind, and one 
soon ceases to notice the sloping position of the train. Not less surprising 
than the steepness of the ascents and descenis is the abruptness of many 
of the curves, some of them forty metres radius. Some of the curves 
are so sharp that one can hardly understand how the carriages, which are 
about fourteen feet long, outside measurement, contrive to grind round 
them. But round they do go, with perfect ease, just when one might 
fancy they were about to fly off, like a steel bar escaping from a curved 
groove, and, as they turn, the wheels and rails together give out a shrill 
metallic sound which one at first may mistake for a whisper of the rail- 
way whistle. The places where the line runs very close to the edge of deep 
precipices are few in number. Danger from avalanches has been guarded 
against by covered ways, some jn masonry—where stones and pieces of 
rock are apt to fall—and others of iron roofing. 

The time hitherto employed (in the various trial trips recently made) in 
getting across the mountain has been a little over four hours of actual 
locomotion. But stoppages are inevitable, chiefly for the purpose of water- 
ing the engine, and the journey will hardly take lees time than five hours 
and a-half, at least under present arrangements. It is a great object to 
economise weight, and consequently much water cannot be carried. The 
unnecessary weight of the French engines has to be saved in other ways. 
It would not be surprising if English engines were hereafter to be intro- 
duced on the Italian side of the mountain, which is the more difficult of 
the two. The engines must then be changed at the station before arrival 
at the French frontier, there marked by a large stone with “ Italia” on 
one side and “ France” on the other. On the journey from Susa there 
are four stoppages for water, and two on the ascent from St. Michel 
on the journey to Italy. Going down the mountain no stoppages 
for water occur, because no steam-power is used, the train proceed- 
ing by its own momentum. When under steam no more pres- 
sure is put upon the central rail than is really necessary for perfect 
safety, because the greater the resistance opposed the larger must be 
the force employed to overcome it, and the greater, consequently, the con= 
sumption of fuel and the wear and tear of machinery. ost of the sta- 
tions are at present of a very primitive description, and the wretched 
hamlets near them are not likely to supply a great many travellers to the 
line. The natives contemplate the passing trains with an air of combined 
wonder and amusement. ‘The terror it was supposed horses and mules 
would feel at the sight and sound of the rapid trains and snorting engines 
was not very apparent in the animals we passed upon the road. Some of 
my fellow travellers, who bad crossed the mountain to Susa on the pre- 
vious day, told me they had passed two diligences, the team of one of 
which was a little uneasy, and needed somebody at their heads, but the 
horses of the other not only showed no alarm, but actually had the audacit 
to profit by a bit of level ground and try to race with the engine, wit 
which, by dint of whipcord, they managed for a short way to keep up. 
The speed of the trains on this line never exceeds twelve, or at most 
thirteen miles. For the present the managers of the line allow five and 
a-half hours for the journey each way. By degrees it is hoped and ex- 
pected that the time will be reduced to five hours, but there seems no 
probability that the speed will be augmented. 

Yesterday's train brought fifty-four persons from Susa. Among them 
were the Duke of Sutherland, chairman of the company ; Messrs. Thomas 
Brassey, E. Blount, A. Brogden, W. B. Buddicom, J. B. Fell, directors ; 
Mr. J. Burnlees, chief engineer ; Captain Sumner, Mr. Crampton, Count 
Arrivabene, Signor Milla, Commissioner of the Italian Government, &e. 
The day was beautiful and very hot; the mountain was seen to the greatest 
advantage, its lower slopes rich with the bright green of early summer, its 
upper pastures blue with the gentianella, its peaks streaked with lingering 
snow, now rapidly melting away and swelling the foaming torrents that 
dash through the furrows in its flanks. In all respects the excursion was 
most agreeable, and the manner in which it was accomplished must have 
been most satisfactory to all those persons present who are interested in the 
undertaking, which has been carried out entirely by English capital and 
English skill. At St. Michel a dinner had been prepared at the Hotel de 
la Poste. The Duke of Sutherland presided, and proposed “ The Health 
of the Queen,” whose birthday it was. 2 

The opening of the line to the public is fixed for the 8th of June. The 
trains will be of several kinds,—first-class, express, ordinary trains, and 
goods trains. The maximum number of carriages will be five or six, with 
one or two luggage vans. The carriages are upon the omnibus plan, and 
one travels sideways. The width of the carriages is 64ft., outside measure- 
ment. By means of small platforms outside the doors, which are at each 
end of the carriages, one may walk through the whole train. In general 
there will be a luggage van between the foremost carriage and the engine , 
80 as to protect the passengers from the heat. 

Various considerations, and especially the shortness of the time during 
which the line is likely to be open (it is bound to close when the tuanel line 
is completed), rendered it desirable to carry the Summit Railway for nearly 
the whole of its length over the roads already existing. This rendered a 
very nacrow gauge compulscry, made the line longer, and the gradients in 
many places worse. Had Fell’s system jbeen tried ten years ago, when 
the tunnel was only about to commence, the monstrous and most costly 
labour of boring through the mountain would probably not have been under- 
taken, and then it would have been well worth while to expend, if necessary. 
double the very moderate sum the line has cost, and to make a railroad 
such as we probably shall soon see over some other of the great Alpine 
passes, and over other great Europeans mountain chains, As it is, the 
summit line must be looked upon as a pilot balloon. It has been cheaply 
made, for it is calculated that if it runs only for six or seven years the capi- 
talists who bave embarked in it will get back their money, principal and 
nterest. This is encouraging for future enterprises of the kind.

OUR POSITION IN JAPAN. 

Onx more tragedy has to be added to the long list of bloody 
deeds that have marked each successive step of our intercourse 
with the Japanese. The apparent fact that we can make no 
movement towards establishing closer relations with these people 
without being met by some such murderous demonstration has 
not unnaturally produced in many minds an impression that 
the entire race is inimical to foreign intercourse, and that all 
these violent acts are attributable to one cause alone—a bitter 
and unreasoning hatred of the intruders. We have already 
argued against this supposition, and endeavoured to show 
that for each outrage on foreign visitors there was some 

ial cause; in a few cases a real or fancied insult, in others 
a desire on the part of some jealous Daimio to embroil the 
Sxtocoon with his new allies. The last three troubles have 
come in rapid succession, one having apparently led to another, 
and they form no exception to the rule. The fracas at Kobe 
was entirely owing to the persistence of some French soldiers 
in crossing the line of the escort of Prince Bizen’s Karoo. 
This led ,to a disturbance, in which the lives of other than 
French subjects were doubtless endangered, but no lives were 
lost, and ample atonement might have been exacted without the 
infliction of capital punishment on the over-hasty officer. 
With ill-judged severity, however the foreign representatives 
seem to have united in exacting the extreme penalty; the 
officer was executed, but within a week was avenged by the 
massacre at Sakai. We cannot fora moment doubt the con- 
nection between the two events. French soldiers originated 
the quarrel that led to the execution—“ Judicial murder,” 
the Japan Times calls it, and the term is hardly too 
strong — and French sailors were the victims of the feud 
thus aroused. Reparation was of necessity exacted; but 
the French Minister seems by this time to have discovered 
that the execution of the Karoo was a false step, and sought to 
repair it by a display of moderation in sparing one-half the 
number of Japanese brought out for execution. This may have 
a good effect ; but, unfortunately for us, all the foreign Ministers 
must share the odium attaching to the death of Bizen’s 
officer, while M. Rooxxs alone will be credited with the latter act 
of clemency. This alternation of retaliatory measures is de- 
plorable, for the bitterness they will inevitably leave behind 
them will not soon die out. However well-disposed towards us 
may be the Mrxapo, the chief Daimios, and the bulk of the 
populace, the friends of BrzEn’s Karoo, and of the eleven men 
subsequently beheaded, may yet combine, and form the nucleus 
of an anti-foreign party sufficiently strong to embarrass our 
future position in no slight degree. - 

The attack on the escort of Sir Harry Parkes was clearly 
the act of a handful of fanatics; only two were actively 
engaged in it, one of whom was cut down at the first onset, 
while the other, by his extraordinary address and audacity, was 
enabled to wound ten persons more or less seriously before he 
was secured. It is impossible to pyt any political interpreta- 
tion upon this last outrage, and the promptitude with which 
a full indemnity was offered by the Mixapo’s Government must 
be accepted as an indication of genuine regret on their part. 
As we approach the fountain-head the misunderstandings that 
have hitherto impeded us seem gradually to clear away. The 
obstructive, deceitful policy of the Suiogoonate disappears, 
and in the Mixapo we find it replaced apparently by a candid 
and generous spirit. An edict declaring the murder or injury 
of a foreigner to be a felony, doubly punishable with disgrace 
and death, is to be proclaimed throughout. the Empire, and 
this, emanating from the de facto ruler of the land, will doubt-

less be respected. It is evident that not a few of the troubles 
of Japan—internal as well ss external—have been due to the 
anomalous institution of a divided sovereignty; and with the 
downfall of this system we may justly hope to see the com- 
mencement of a new era, more peaceful and prosperous both 
to natives and foreigners than the past ten years have been. 


GUNBOATS FOR CHINA. 
On making inquiry some time since as to the despatch of 
the new class of gunboats ‘built specially for service on the 
China coast we were informed that none of them were under 
orders for the China station, and that in effect it was not de- 
cided that any of them would be sent there. We are glad to 
find, however, that at length two of them have been despatched, 
namely the Avon and Dwarf, and that they are fitted and 
armed specially with a view to service against pirates. An 
idea seems lately to have gained ground that piracy was dying 
out, and that the old gunboats now rotting at Hong Kong were 
quite sufficient to keep the remnant of it in check ; our last ad- 
vioes from Shanghai sufficiently prove the fallacy of this supposi- 
tion, for piracy is evidently reviving in the neighbourhood of the 
Yantsze, and will soon grow as formidable as ever unless kept 
down by aconstant display of force. Neither would it be safe 
to depend altogether on the new Chinese gunboats now on 
their way out; they are undoubtedly capable of doing good 
service, and will do it, in conjunction with a British force ; but 
if left to act alone, it is to be feared they would soon relapse 
into idleness or inutility. The same paper that chronicles s 
fresh “cropping up” of piracy near Shanghai, mentions that 
five Chinese gunboats were lying idle in that port. With good 
management we may get valuable aid from the Chinese in ex- 
tirpating these pests, but if left to their own devices they will 
never accomplish it. So we may congratulate those interested 
in the. coasting trade on the departure of the Avon and Dwarf, 
and trust more of the same sort will soon follow. 


THE PENANG MAILS, 

A DEPUTATION, consisting of Mr. Barra, M-P., Mr. Mrizn, 
M.P., Mr. Horsman, M.P., Mr. Narrer (Chairman of the Straits 
Settlements Association), Messrs. GutHriz, Boustzap, Giumag, 
Srmwons, McTaaaart, Riaa, Harvey (Borneo Company), Buxror 
(Guepstanes and Co.), and Ropertson (Chartered Mercantile 
Bank), waited on the Duke of Montross, Postmaster-General, on 
the 20th May, tocall attention to the great loss and inconvenience 
arising from the stoppage of the P. and O. Company’s steamers 
to and from Penang. After hearing the statements of the de- 
putation, his lordship intimated that, although he regretted the 
inconvenience, it was not possible to alter the terms of the con- 
tract with the P. and O. Company. It was quite evident that 
the Duke had been posted by his subordinates to “ object,” 
and the merits of the case had little weight. He quoted the 
small amount of postage received on Penang correspondence as 
proof of the insignificance of the place, and would not admit 
that the value of the trade—£5,000,000 per annum—was a 
sufficient answer. .The deputation, of course, felt that 
their opportunity for protesting had been lost. Had they - 
been vigilant at the time, and had their protest been 
made in the House of Commons when the new contract 
was brought up for approval, the case might have been diffe- 
rent. As it is, the only measure the Penang merchants can 
persevere in, is to get the Government to arrange with the 
British India Steam Company for a fortnightly service, leaving 
Calcutta on the arrival of the mails from England, as suggested 
by us some months since. The Penang petition to the House 
of Commons, which has been kept back pending the result of 
the deputation, will shortly be presented to the House by Mr. 
Barina. 


We some months since announced that negotiations were pend- 
ing between the directors of the Messageries Imperiales and the 
French Government, for a fortnightly mail to India and Chins 
in place of the present monthly service. We can now state that 
all the terms of agreement have been concluded, and that the 
exact terms of the convention will be brought before the Corps 
Legislatif before its close; and from the large increase in French 
interests in China and Japan there is no doubt the convention 
will be sanctioned, and that on or before January, 1869, the 
fortnightly service will be commenced, starting on alternate 
Sundays from Marseilles (leaving London on Friday), and thus, 
with the P. and O. service, a weekly mail to China and Japan 
will be an accomplished fact. ; 
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TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA AND 
CHINA. 

On the 22nd May an influential deputation of members of Parliament, 
merchants and manufacturers, electricians and railway directors, waited 
upon the Secretary for India to impress upon him the paramount necessity 
of improving our telegraphic communication with the East. Mr. Craw- 
ford, M.P., was the chief spokesman, and with him there were Lord W. 
Hay, Sir C. Bright, M.P., Sir S. Canning, Mr. T. B. Potter, M.P., Sir 
J. Anderson, Mr. Graves, M.P., Mr. Jacob Bright, M.P., Mr. Bazley, 
M.P., Mr. Crum-Ewing, M.P., Mr. Edwards, M.P., Captain Osborn, 
C.B., Mr. Horsfall, M.P., and Mr. Cheetham, M.P. From the state- 
ments made it appears that last November a memorial was addressed to 
the Secretary of State for India by leading commercial men in London, 

resenting that in 1866 a Parliamentary committee had declared our 
telegraphic communication with the East to be imperfectly organised, 
badly worked, and liable at any time to interruption from political or 
other causes entirely beyond the control of the British Government. 
Since then the imperfections had grown, and general dissatisfaction 
increased. It was now submitted that three years’ working had proved 
the Persian Gulf cable to be altogether inadequate to the requirements of 
the age, and that although the Government of India had made great 
efforts to improve it, the delays, uncertainty, inaccuracy, and irregularity 
in the order of the transmission of were as great as when the line 
was opened. The difficulty was easy of solution. A submarine commu- 
nication from one of the south-western ports of England to Gibraltar, aud 
thence by Malta to Alexandria, with a cable down the Red Sea and across 
the Indian Ocean to Bombay, would, with the line through Egypt now 
under British management, complete an independent British system from 
England to India, under one uniform management and control, and open 
to no foreign interruption or interference, except in the short and un- 
avoidable distance between Alexandria and Suez. The deputation sub- 
mitted that, important though the commercial interests involved un- 
doubtedly were, they were only secondary to the great national stake 
which we have in the East, and hence they urged that this matter should 
be treated as an important Imperial question. They asked first, that the 
Government would consider the propriety of itself constructing and work- 
ing the suggested line; or, if that were for any good reason declined, that 
it would at all events express a willingness to assist in some fitting method 
associated private enterprise in carrying out the undertaking. 

Sir Starronp NogtuHcoty, in replying to the gentlemen who had ad- 
dressed him (Mr. Crawford, M.P., Mr. Cassells, Mr. Cheetham, M.P. 
and Lord W. Hay), said if there was no telegraphic communication be- 
tween England and India he should agree that this was a matter of interest 
both to the Indian Government and the English public, and that steps 
ought undoubtedly to be taken, ia which the Indian Government should 
bear its full share, for the establishment of some such communication as 
that suggested. But there were two distinct lines in existence, although 
they were, without sufficient consideration, spoken of as one; the line 
through Germany, Russia, and Persia took a very different direction to 
that via Constantinople. Of course there might be political circum- 
stances that would affect both lines; but, as a rule, anything of the 
kind interfering with one would leave the other free. The two kinds 
of complaints made ought to be kept separate ; namely, the complaint 
that the existing lines were not in efficient operation, and the complaint 
that difficulties might arise from political considerations that would destroy 
their freedom. In the first an acknowledged difficulty had to be grappled 
with, but no case had been made out proving that the construction of a 
new line was the proper remedy. Assuming the continuance of present 
peaceful relations, was there anything to prevent the existing lines being 
made, what he admitted they were not.at present, satisfactory media of 
‘communication? The Government were aware of and regretted the in- 
efficient working of the lines, and were directing their attention to their 
improvement. Complications and mistakes were, no doubt, likely to 
arise from the confusion in passing from one jurisdiction to another, but it 
was hoped to meet that by joining in the European convention. Indeed, 
he might state that arrangements were being made, with every hope of a 
successful issue, that would greatly improve the telegraphic communication 
through France or Italy to Constantinople. There was every prospect of 
being able to overcome the difficulties mentioned with regard to the Persian 
Gulf line. If existing systems could be got to work as they had worked before 
the wishes of the public would be met, and all that was required both poli- 
tically and egies f would be achieved. The proposed alternative, 
via the Red Sea, would not by any means get rid of the difficulties that 
had been urged. He himself was once anxious to have a line from Fal- 
mouth to Gibraltar, but since then things had changed, and the science of 
submarine telegraphy had made such rapid progress that it was no longer 
arash undertaking for private enterprise. He had reason to know that 
at present the Imperial Treasury was not prepared to take half of the ex- 
pense of a thing of this kind, and therefore be felt bound to decline on 
the part of the foie Treasury to take the whole expenses. He sug- 
ag that the deputation should address themselves quite as much to the 

irst Lord of the Treasury as to the Indian Secretary. Recognising the 
right of the deputation to come to him to complain of defects in existing 
lines, he assured them the Government were earnest in trying to remove 
them. But as at saa advised, they were not prepared to undertake the 
laying down of a line via the Red Sea. He should be glad to see the 
line laid down, but he had heard no satisfactory reason why the Govern- 
ment should do it. Without wishing to discourage the project, he thought 
it best in frankness to say that, whilst ready to do everything in their power 
to improve existing lines, they were not inclined to give either a guarantee 
or make a Red Sea line. 


Mr. CrawronrD, tting the hon. baronet’s decision, thanked him for 
the interview, which then terminated.

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COTION SUPPLY AND CONSUMPTION. 
The following comments from a mercantile circular are use- 
ful and instructive :— 


An equilibrium is restored in about every fifth year between supply and 
consumption. In looking at the averages of former years, we find that 
for periods of three years there is considerable variation in the supply 
as compared with the consumption. The following estimate was made by 
us, in a cotton statement made in 1857, which may throw some light on 
this subject : — 

Taking periods of ten years, in the three years ending 1825, the aver- 
age annual growth of United States cotton was about equal to its total 
average consumption, being respectively between 500,000 and 600,000 
bales, the price being within the same period 11d. at Liverpool for good 
uplands. In the ten years ending 1835, the annual production was 
979,000 bales, an increase of 80 per cent. or eight per cent. per annum, 
the consumption having increased in about the same ratio, the price at 
Liverpool being 9d. In the decennial period ending 1845, the average 
crop was 1,824,000, about the same rate of increase as in the last preced- 
ing period, the consumption having augmented about 85 per cent., and the 
price being 64d. Inthe subsequent ten years, terminating in 1855, the 
production was 2,545,000, average increase about 40 per cent. ; price 54d., 
the consumption having increased only about 40 per cent. But in nearly 
equally dividing the last period, 1850 with 1855, we shall find that in the 
first six years there was a very small and the last four years a large in- 
crease. The equilibriam had been restored about the year 1852, and 
prices had gradually risen as the production lessened and consumption in- 
creased. From 1825 to 1845 cotton fell from 11d. to 54d., the effect of 
over prodaction. In coming down to the last decade, we see the influence 
of arestoration of the equilibrium between the supply and consumption, 
prices having advanced from 1845 to 1855 about six per cent. Now, 
whether we shall fall back to the period between 1835 and 1845, 7d. for 
good upland, as the fature standard, is a subject for conjecture; but we 
feel confident that we shall never again recede to the prices between 1845 
and 1850. 

These remarks have an application to the present crisis in the cotton 
trade. Down to the year 1857 there was an evident tendency in the con- 
sumption being in excess of the supply, from the higher price of labour 
increasing the cost of production; but at the present pericd we have to 
superadd an increase of that price, amounting to 100 per cent. (for the 
maintenance of a slave before the war cost $30 per annum, while the wages 
now of a freedman cost $60), the loss of capital and consequent augmenta- 
tion of the cost of cultivation from a rise in the rate of interest—one of 
the elements of that cost. There are two reasons, therefore, why the de- 
cade before the war, or any specific period, cannot be assumed as a standard 
of comparison for the future: 1. The loss of, labour. 2. The destruction 
of capital. 

The loss of labour is not, perhaps, entirely irreparable. There is a 
possibility of partially substituting white for slave labour, as we have 
said, by immigration. It is not the absolute annihilation of the money 
value of 4,000,000 slaves, estimated to be worth $3,000,000,000, and the 
consequent payment of wages to twice the cost for their maintenance 
before the war, but the destruction of capital in stock, fencing, imple- 
ments of agriculture, and all the other appliances that constitute the 
machinery of a well-regulated cotton plantation. This loss is irreparable. 
It is this destruction of productive power in the South that renders any 
comparison with the most unfavourable era of the cotton culture falla- 
cions. It is the disorganisation of Southern society to which we must 
look for such a diminution in the supply of Southern cotton that must 
affect its future price. It is to the disturbance of economical relations 
that we must seek for the cause that is about to adjust the value of cotton 
and its manofactured products to a new scale of prices, in conformity with 
the purchasing ability of the consumers of yarn and ¢otton fabrics. If 
they are able and willing to pay an advance in the prices of these products, 
equivalent to the advance of 100 per cent. in the money value of the raw 
material, an advance to even 12d. in the price of cotton will not check its 
consumption. 

We have, in fact, fallen on a new era in the cotton trade. In the ad- 
justment of prices to a new scale of values, we are without precedent or 
example. The past is no guide to the future. It follows, from these facts, 
we are not warranted in assuming the same limit to consumption or prices 
which compelled a resort to short time in the decade before 1860, when the 
limiting price was 8d. for middling upland, while the price of 10d. would 
fail to do so in 1868. The-question is then narrowed to this point: What 
per centage of advance in the value of the manufactured products of cotton 
wool will afford a remunerating profit to the manufacturer? If soldin 
England for the above description of cotton about 20c. in gold and 28c. in 
currency is assumed as affording a remunerating profit to the manufac- 
turer, as well as a reasonable profit to the grower, about 100 per cent. 
before the war, the prices of yarn and goods must rise proportionately, 
irrespective of the rate of duty and the expenses of importation to,remunerate 
the manufacturer ; or the consumption of the raw material mast be dimi- 
nished to establish an equilibrium between the demand and supply. 

It is evident that we have no data on which to found any estimate ex- 
cept we rely on loose analogies. We shall, therefore, offer no estimate as 
to the future probable supply ard consumption, resting satisfied with those 
general reasons we have offered in favour of the theory that the consump- 
tion must be in excess of the production for some years to come. There 
are so many contingencies to affect the growth, that figures would only 
delude. The consumption is not so liable to influences that may affect it. 
The continuance of peace and the cheapness of money are the two cir- 
cumstances favourable to increase of consumption, if we except the failure 
or abundance of the wheat harvest, the low or high price of breadstuffs, 
acting indirectly on the price of cotton, as the purchasing power of the 
bulk of the community for clothing is increased or diminished according 
to the amount, of their expenditure for the ataff of life.

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CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, LONDON; 
AND CHINA 

The annual meeting of the proprietors was held on the 19th inst., at the 
Bank premises, No. 65, Old Broad-street; G. G. Nicot, Esq., in the chair. 

The CiAtRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, while regrettmg 
that there had been a falling off in the business of the bank, referred with 
satisfaction to the fact that the amount of the reserve was amply suffi- 
cient to cover all losses. The result of the half-year'’s working, he 
was afraid, would disappoint the shareholders, as it had the directors. 
When they met last half-year the board expressed a confident opinion, in 
which they were thoroughly warranted, that the profits of the second 
half-year would show a decided improvement. In that opinion they had 
been disappointed, the causes being continued stagnation in trade, and the 
impossibility of carrying on business with any profit or satisfaction. 
Those causes, however, damaging as they had been to them and to other 
banking institutions, were only of a secondary nature when viewed in 
connection with the unfortunate failure of the four months’ usance. 

In making out the accounts consideration had been given to the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Brown, that they should be prepared in a different form ; but 
while the directors had not considered it advisable to depart from the 
course originally prescribed by their auditors, they had not the least ob- 
jection to put the shareholders in possession of all the information which 
the form suggested by Mr. Brown would have given them. With that 
view, he might state that the losses incidental to the last year, and which 
had been written off, amounted to £13,654. 17s. 6d., of which £10,000 
belonged to the previous half-year. The working expenses, which in the 
previous ha!f- year were about 15 per cent., showed a reduction this half- 
year, the directors having succeeded in effecting a slight retrenchment. 
However, he wished to remind then that the working expenses could not 
be reduced lower than 14 per cent., and that it would be extremely unwise 
to push economy too far in that respect. 

The next point to which he wished to refer was the item of £47,882, 
written off for bad and doubtful debts connected with old accounts. The 
unfortunate accounts of 1865 and 1866 had been the subject of much 
anxiety and disappointment to the board, and when they last met he stated 
that they fully expected that the surplus protits of the succeeding half- 
year would be sufficient to provide for those debts. In thet hope they had 
been disappointed for the reason he had already given—namely, that the 
profits fell far short of their expectations. They had dealt with the bad 
debts in their books as far as they could, but there still remained a few 
which they could not properly adjust and which were accordingly carried 
forward. They still hoped, and confidently believed, that at no distant 
period they should be able finally to extinguish them in a more satisfac- 
tory manner than they could do now. As regarded the future he was 
happy to say that matters looked encouraging. During the past two 
years the business of the bank had, owing to a variety of causes, been 
almost in a state of abeyance, but since the beginning of this year con- 
siderable changes had taken place in their affairs. Since the Ist of January, 
there had been a great increase in their deposits, and their prospects, he 
was happy to say, were exceedingly good. If the profits were not s0 
large as in former years, they were at all events beyond the danger of 
heavy losses, and at present there was not a single shilling of their mouey 
in jeopardy. (Cheers.) The India and China trade was never in a sounder 
state than it was now, and he thought that with the experience they had 
gained they should be able to conduct their business satisfactorily and 
with a fair profit. 

Mr. Brown, while expreasing the utmost confidence in the chairman 
and directors, thought that, having regard to the rumours which were 
floating about, it was better they should know the amount of the losses, 
and receive the fullest information on that point. He expressed his dis- 
satisfaction with the form of the accounts, remarking that if they knew 
the gross profits they could form an opinion as to the capabilities of the 
concern. With reference to the chairman’s remark, that an alteration in 
the accounts would necessarily involve a departure from custom, he begged 
to remind him that we were living in days of innovation, and that there 
was no reason why they should not “turn over a new leaf.” 

Mr. But ter-Jonnsrone, M.P., said that the high estimation in which 
the directors were held for probity and respectability induced him recently 
to invest between £8,000 and £10,000 in the bank, in addition to his pre- 
vious interest. His faith in the concern was still unshaken, but at the 
same time he should certainly like to get fuller information respecting the 
losses. He had never sold a share, and that having perfect confidence in 
the stability of the bank, he did not intend to sell one. (Hear, bear.) 

Replying to Mr. Brown, Mr. Butler-Johnstone, and other proprietors, 

The Cuarmman said the directors would bave been very glad if they 
could have given an estimate of the bad debts of 1865 and 1866. All be 
could say, however, was that the reserve fund was more than sufficient to 
provide for them, and the board expected that by the end of this year 
they would have extinguished everything of that kind without touching 
the reserve, having paid a dividend in the meantime. The overdue bills 
amounted to £150,000. He added tkat, in consequence of the increase of 
business which he had before mentioned, the directors thought it possible 
that after paying the usual small dividend on the Ist of July next they 
would see their way to an increase of the dividend. With regard to the 
form of the accounts, he remarked that‘no Indian bank made out the ac- 
counts in the way required by Mr. Brown, and that it would be invidions 
on their part if they took the initiative. The working expenses in 1866 
were £111,697, and in 1867 there was a comparative reduction of £4,000, 
notwithstanding the opening of an additional branch. 

A SHAREHOLDER suggested that the system of audit was open to some 
objection ; but another Shareholder quite confuted his ideas on the subject, 
and it was agreed by the meeting that no change should be proposed. 

The retiring directors (Mr. E. J. Gilman and Sir F. J. Halliday, K.C.B.) 
were then re-elected, as were also the auditors, Messrs. Coleman, Turquand, 
and Co. and Messrs, Smith and J. J. M'Kenzie. A vote of thanks to the 
chairman brought the proceedings to a close,

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ROUTE TO INDIA THROUGH TURKEY. 


Mr. Hyde Clarke lately read a paper to the Royal United Service In- 
stitution, ‘On the Military Advantages of a Daily Mail Route to India 
through Turkey and the Persian Gulf.” We have at the present moment 
only one overland route, and that of a precarious character, the Egyptian 
one —one considered by some persons to be essentially English, and yet it 
is one liable at any time to be interrupted by the efforts of the Viceroys of 
Egypt to accomplish independence, or by the preponderance in that country 
of some foreign Power. ‘There is another route, the middle route, which 
has only been partially explored and never put in practice, that by the 
railways of Europe, Constantinople, Asia Minor, the Valley of the 
Euphrates, Bagdad, Bussorah, and the Persian Gulf, with which, for nearly 
fifty years, the name of General Chesney has been inseparably connected, 
and in the promotion of which so many distinguished members of this in- 
stitution have taken part. The time is now fast ap) tate when, if we 
do our duty, we shall complete this great andertaking; and if we do so, 
we shall effect very mach more than the construction of a railway route, 
for we shall, at the same time, and without separate or further outlay, 
accomplish great political operations, which will not only strengthen out 
military resources, but tend thereby to protect ourselves in Europe and 
Asia at large from the danger of attack. ‘The object of Mr. Clarke's paper 
is to point out the advisability of this completion. He says .— 

“ Rapid intelligence is at all times an essential military necessity, and 
the first element in effective movements. If this is the case in the field, or 
in a campaign, it is of the greater moment when the army of operations is 
so far removed from its real base as India is from England. This was 
most sensibly demonstrated during the mutiny, and our Governments have 
since devoted much attention to the improvement of the telegraph and 
postal communications. An essential part of the telegraph communication 
has been established by the middle ronte now under consideration, snd it 
requires little argament to show that its maintenance is imperative, even 
if a cable route should be laid south, and particularly in consequence of 
the Russo- Prussian route being made effective. 

“ Postal communication has its absolute military value apart from com- 
mercial value. In neither case is this value determinable by the pecuniary 
return in pestal revenue. It includes the transmission of orders, reports, 
requisitions, and returns, and the quicker the transmissions the more 
effective will be the condition of the discipline and administration. As by 
the southern route railway transit can at the utmost be extended to Brin- 
disi, while through Russia it must be circuitoas, so by the middle route is 
it direct, and it is the quickest mode available. 

“This brings us to the point of what is the period within which mails 
can be conveyed by the middle route. Taking twenty-five miles per hour 
in the first instance by railway, and ten miles by sea, this will giye us— 

Lordon to Bussorah... seo oo 144 hours 6 days 
Bassorah to Bombay... eas we 160 =, 6 8-3 days. 


Total . eee 12 2.8 days. 
“ By acceleration of railway trains a & more advanced period, and 
assuming @ rate of thirty miles per hour, we get— 
London to Bassorah ... of .. 130 hours 6 days. 
Bussorah to Bombay... i60 ,, 6 2-8 days. 


Total 11 2-8 days. 

From Bussoorah to Kurrachee the’ voyage would be about five days, 
giving a total transit to Karrachee of eleven days in the earlier periods 
and ten days on greater acceletation, thus realising Lieutenant Waghorn's 
prophecy. 

“ With a railway along the coast, at a speed of twenty-five miles per 
hour, the distancs from London to Kurrachee will be ultimately accom- 
plished in eight days, to Bombay in ten, and to Calcutta and Madras in 
ten or eleven days. 

“Some persons will make a very small account: of the saving of one day 
between London and an Indian station, but the saving is more, for there 
is the saving of the day on the return mail, aad on the future corre- 
spondence. In this instance, so soon as the railway is extended to Bus- 
sorah, instead of a weekly mail to India we should get more frequent 
communication, and with a complete railway transit we should obtain to 
all India what we have to most parts of Europe—a daily through mail. 

“Thus at present the courae of post to Bombay is fifty-one days, this 
wil] be progressively reduced to twenty-five days and to twenty days, giving 
us eighteen courses of post in a year, instead of seven, and materially fu- 
creasing and improving the communication of departments, and of course 
rendering still greater facilities in connection with the telegraph. In ten 
days a document could be obtained from moat parts of India, or a written 
or detailed order transmitted there on application by telegraph. The pri- 
vate advantages must be correspondent to the public benefits.” 











THE BANKRUPTOY OF LYALL, STILL, AND OO. 

Mr. George Lyall again appeared at the Court for his discharge on the 
21st ult., which was opposed by Mr. Liebert, of Manchester, a large creditor, 
The counsel for Mr. Liebert brought out the various charges of apprapri- 
ating the goods of Mr. Liebert, which have been fully noticed in our columus- 
There is one extraordinary anomaly in this case, that while Mr. Lyall has 
to bear all the obloquy of the firm’s transactions, hfs two partners, Mr. 
Still and Mr. Maclean, are entirely freed by their discharge in the Hong 
Kong Court. In cases where the chief creditors and tho head partner 
are in England, the discharge ahonld be withheld pending reference to 
England. The case stands adjourned until about the middle ef Jane.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hamouvura, May 19. 


At St. Petersburg the second instalment of the official tables respecting 
the Russian trade in 1866 has just been published, and contains the part 
relating to foreign commerce, especially with Asia. The value of oods 
exported in that year overland amounted to 21,858,803 ronbles, being 
8,934.495 roubles more than in the preceding year, and 11,264,921 roubles 
in 1856, so that in the last ten years it has more than doubled itself. The 
principal articles were manufactured goods to the value of 12,928,489 
roubles, then raw materials and half-worked up goods 6,413,171 roubles, 
articles of food 1,712,307 roubles, apothecaries’ stores, 12,864 roubles, and 
sundries 791,972 roubles. Of the precious metals the exports were ouly 
2,891,364 roubles, showing a considerable falling off, as in 1865 they were 
5,207,988 roubles. The total value of the exports to Asia was 24,750,167 
roubles, which was balanced as nearly as possible by the imports amounting 
to 24,714,783 roubles, being 1,385,864 roubles more than in 1865, and 
showing an increase of 7,712,594 roubles over the imports of 1856. The 
lion’s share fell to raw produce and certain articles of food, duty free, by 
the new tariff of 1865, value 10,095,791 roubles, then articles of con- 
sumption 7,658,384 roubles, manufactures 5,341,871 roubles, raw and 
partly manufactured articles 1,564,485 roubles, and apothecaries’ stores 
54,752 roubles. Gold and silver were imported to the extent of 608,849 
roubles, so that the total amount, including the sum of 44,297 roubles, 
realised by the sale of goods seized for attempts to smuggle, was 25,367,429 
roubles.

The Custom-house duty on the above produced 3,044,825 roubles, being 
2,314,094 roubles less than in 1865, which is partly accounted for by the 
reduction in the tariff which came into operation in 1866. 

The great annual fair at Irbit has this year proved a signal failure, in 
consequence of a variety of concurring causes. The number of buyers and 
sellers that attended was much smaller than in previous years, One of 
the reasons alleged for this is that the goods bought by the merchants at 
the last Nijni-Novgorod fair were delayed in their transit by the unusually 
early setting in of the frost, by which the river traffic was interrupted 
and the price of land carriage considerably enhanced, so that two roubles 
per pood of 40 lbs. were paid for transport from Bilsk to Irbit, and 
lr. 60cop. from Tomsk. At first the prospects were good, and a large 
business was done in the fur trade, but then the heavy failures of large 
houses at Moscow and Nijni-Novgorod were announced, and created a 
dismal panic, which continued till the end of the fair. The rise in the 
value of all articles of fuod has also bad a most depressing influence, and 
has now reached such a height as to cause great inconvenience to the 
lower grades of civil functionaries; thus the schoolmasters and others have 
formed co-operative societies to buy their articles of daily requirement at 
wholesale prices and save a few roubles per month. 

A letter from Tomsk gives a fearful picture of the demoralised condition 
of the lower classes consequent on the enormous extension of the con- 
sumption of spirituous liquors in Siberia. Formerly people were able to 
make a living by gold washing, but now twenty thousand hands are out 
of employment, because grain is so dear, being used in increased quantities 
for the distillery of spirits, In the Government of Tomsk alone twenty- 
eight new distilleries have been opened since last sammer. 

The standing financial committee of the Austrian House of Commons 
has agreed to a supplementary grant of 250,000 florins to be borne on the 
budget of this year to defray the expenses of the expedition to tbe Far 
East. 

COMMEROIAL. 

In cleaned rice a fair amount of business has been done at steady prices ; 
in rough grain no transactions reported. Cassia lignea still in demand 
and again higher. Pepper firm; 8,000 bags of Singapore, partly for 
arrival, have been sold at 33? sch. beo, The tea market is strong, and 
several hundred chests of Congou, Souchong, Pecco, and other current de- 
scriptions have been cleared off. Spelter was at first neglected, but within 

he last few days a demand has sprung up and rather better prices were

The Seafield, arrived in the river from Colombo, reports that on the 
6th March, in lat. 14 S., lon. 13 (?) E., she encountered a hurricane from 
the S.E., which blew away topsails, maintopmast staysail, &c. ; ship on her 
beam ends under bare poles for eight hours. April 17th, at 3.30 a.m, 
struck some floating substance, which caused the ship to shake all over, 
but could see nothing, as it was very dark. At daylight found the cutwater 
broken, a piece torn out of the mainstem, and the copper torn off from both 
sides of the stem; she was then in lat. 17 S., lon. 6 May 7th, lat. 22 
sa 36 W., a sudden squall split sails and sprung fore and maintopsail 
yards. —

REPORT 


presented to the FOURTH ORDINARY MEETING of the SHAREHOLDERS, 


held at the OFFICES of the COMPANY, SHANGHAT, on the 8rd April, 1868. 


It’ is with much pleasure that the Directors lay before the Share- 
holders the usual Half-yearly Balance-shect and Statement of tho busi- 
ness of the Company for the six months ending 31st December, 1867, and 
point to the Balance in band on that date, Tis. 578,195.23, in addition to 
the paid-up Capital of Tis. 250,000, being Tis. 82,727.01 more than at 
30th June, 1867. 

This result ia the more satisfactory, as the payments for losses in the 
China trade are usually most heavy during the period July to December» 
and on two former occasions have necessitated a reduction from instead 
of an addition to the Balance as per previous half-year’s accounts, 

The total Premia received during the six months are about Tls. 17,000 
Jess than those of the corresponding period of 1866, notwithstanding which 
the out-turn of the business is so much more favourable that this is not 
to be regretted, but rather viewed asa small sacrifice of Income which has 
enabled the Company to be without risks which might have incurred losses 
of mach greater magnitude. 

The Balances in the hands of the various Agents have all been re- 


mitted to the Head Office in Shanghal, except the sum kept in Hong 
Kong and London necessary for carrying on the Company's business at 
these ports. 

In concert with the other Local Insurance Offices, the Directors resolved 
in the beginning of the present year to discontinue the discount of 15 per 
cent., and to revert to the former one of 10 per cent. for cash payment at 
Premia; also, on account of the dangerous navigation of the River Min, 
to abolish the return of 4 per cent. for steam towage from Foochow, and 
to charge } per cent. additional when ves-els are not towed. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Deed of Settlement, the Direc- 
tors—Messrs. W. d. Bryans, F. H. Bell, A. Michie, and E. H. Lavers— 
retire by rotation, but, being eligible, offer themselves for re-election. Mr. 
F. Porter (who has been temporarily appointed in place of Mr. E. F. Dun- 
canson, resigned) is also proposed as a member of the Court. 

The Auditors—Messrse. R. Miller and P. Maclean—offer themselves 
for re-clection.
